can combat troops to Viet Nam. 


Kennedy acted in response to 


an appeal from President Ngo 
Dinh Diem of the 
Vietnamese 


Republic. 


Diem said his country 
"now 


faces what is perhaps the gravest 
crisis in its long history" and "We 
must 
have 
further 
assistance 


from the United States if we are 


to win the war now being waged 
against us." 


Diem said the forces of Inter- 


national communism which arc 
arrayed against his country are 
"more than we can meet with 
the resources at hand." 


Kennedy 
reacted with word 


that: "We shall promptly increase 
our assistance to your defense ef- 
fort as well as help relieve the 
destruction of the floods which 
you describe. I have already giv- 
en the orders to get these pro- 
grams under way." 


The exchange of messages be- 


tween the two presidents was 
made public simultaneously here 
and in Saigon.
